Molotoy addressed a restricted 
meeting of the higher S.M.A,

ideas:— 

“The Americans think too much 
of themselves. They are rich and 
arrogant and have imperialistic 
tendencies. They are determined 
to make Europe an American 
colony, 

“We have a different aim, a| 
great aim—a united Democratic 
Germany, with Berlin as its capital, 

“We shall deliver a hard blow 
in the face of the Western Powers, 
who are the real enemies of the 
working classes of Europe and 
therefore of the Soviet Union.” 


Propaganda Violence Up 


Now the aftermath of the war, 
leaving Germany ruined and 
Europe impoverished and divided, 
confronts the Politburo with an 
opportunity which, if Europe is 
allowed to recover, may never re- 


cur,

I sat through this meeting, and,

If my compatriots in the room 
responded in the depths of their 
jinner beings to the same shiver 
of foreboding which  Molotov’s 
words sent through me they hid 
their feelings. 


Political propaganda violence 
against Western democracies was 
mounting even before this meet- 
ing, But after this it became even 
more open, coarse, and intensive. 

The meeting itself was an addi- 
tional and clear indication of the 
ripening idea of sabotaging the co- 
ordination of policy between the 
Allies in Germany. 

As a direct result of this meet- 
ing and on Molotov’s instructions, 
Shesteryakov, the Soviet Consul- 
General in Berlin, entrusted me} 
and several others with the task 
of obtaining as much information 
as possible concerning conditions 
in the Western zone. 

Domination of Europe and the 
subsequent communisation of its 
many nations and peoples is the 
deviding factor of world power— 
Task One of the Politburo’s world 
program. 

The idea was, of course, instinct 
with the germ of Bolshevism and 
its grandiose scheme of world
